This newspaper received in the mail this 
week a printed sheet signed by Marion Tance 
of Glasgow. Kentucky that, in an impaaaioned 
and unreasoned way, argues against the Ken- 
tucky Constitution Revision Assembly on the 
grounds that it is a Communist plot to take 
away the individual liberties of Kentuckians 
by destroying the state constituUon. Pretum- 
ably, other Perry Countians besides the Herald 
found this same piece of "literature” in their 
mail boxes. 

In dealing with mail of this type M is al. 
waya difficult to decide how to take R. The 
decision must he made whether to simply 
ignore it or to take il reasonably seriously by 
arguing against it. Most trash that comes in 
the mail can be ignored because its author 
is obviously a crackpot. This latest piece by 
Mr. Vance, however, cannot be dismissed so 
easily because even if he Is an extremist he 
still is apparently literate and, therefore, must 
be dealt with literally. 

The headline of his sheet proclaims: “Com- 
munist Sympathizer J. E. Reeves Masterminds 
The Fake Constitutional Convention At Frank- 
fort To Destroy The Liberties of The Free 
People.”
